vitz was 
electrocuted 
al the state 


prison in Clmrlestown this morninu, the 
current being applied at 12.05 and he 
was pronounced dead at 12.03. He wore 
a cross suspended from his neck by a 
steel chain. 
When the iihyslcians ex- 


amined his body they found that the 
electric current had seared 
his 
flesh 


with the imprint of tho cross. 


He paid tho penalty for the murder 


two years ago in Fall River of Domba 
Peremehlda. 
He went to the electric 


chair 
accompanied by Rev. William 


Bradley Whitney and 
Hev. Sebastian 


Karpenka of Kali llivcr, a priest of the 
Greek Orthodox church. 


The condemned man 
showed little 


.signs of weakening. He had spent sev- 
eral hourti with Fr. Karpenka, wlio had 
written for him letters to his father 
and mother in Russia protestinp; his In- 
nocence. He made a statement in which 
he said: "A Kuilty man should he afraid 
to die; a good man should not. Why 
should I be afraid to die" 


Headed by Warden X. D. Allen, the 


legal and Invited guests loft the ollice 
of the warden shortly after znldniKht 
and proceeded to the death house. The 
party included Dr. Joseph I. Mclvaugh- 
lln. prison physician; Medical Exam- 
iner Maurath,

When the parly had been seated fac- 


ing the electric chair. Warc.en Allen 
informed Deputy Warden William Hen- 
dry to bring in the prisoner. With a 
guard on ench side of him and headed 
by Deputy Ilcndry and the clergymen, 
the .condemned man was led from his 
cell. As ho entered tho death chamber 
and saw tho witnesses gathered his face 
turned ashen and he faltered for a sec- 
ond 
In that brief time his eyas had 


taken In the entire room and he at last 
realized that he was doomed. Through- 
out his long confinement in prison ho 
had repeatedly protested his Innocence 
and felt that he would be saved from 
the chair. 


But now that he was close to It. the 


horror of It all flashed across his mind. 
But he did not weaken and continued 
to the chair and stood In front of it. 
His trouser leg had already been silt to 
allow of the placing of the electrode on 
his leg. The death cap was adjusted on 


. his head after he had been seated and 


slrapped tightly in the chair.

American Note to Carranza 


WASHINGTON'. March 14.—This is tho text of ihe reply lo Cicncral Carranza's proposal, 


sent lo American Consul Silliman: 


"The government of the United .States has received the courteous note o£ Scnor Acuna 


and has read with satisfaction Ills suggestion for rcdprocal privileges lo the American and 
.Mexican authorities in the pursuit and apprehension of outlaws who infest their respective ter- 
ritories lying iilong the international boundary and who arc a constant menace to the lives and 
properly of residents of that region. 


"The 
government of the United States:, in view of the unusual state of affairs which has 


existed for some time along the international ho undary. and earnestly desiring to co-operate with 
Ihe dc facto government of Mexico to suppress t liis slate of lawlessness, of which tho recent at- 
tack on Columbus, New Mexico, is a deplorable example, and to insure peace and order in the 
region contiguous lo the boundary between the two republics, readily grants permission for mili- 
tary forces of the do faclo government lo cross i he international boundary ill pursuit, of lawless 
bands ol armed men who have entered Mexico from the United Hlates, committed outrages on 
-Mexican soil and !lid into the United States, on the understanding lhat the de -facto govern- 
ment of Mexico grants Ihe reciprocal privilege thai the mililary forces of Iho United States may 
pursue across ihe.international boundary into Mexican territory lawless bands of armed men who 
have entered the United States from Mexico, committed outrages on American soil and fled 
into Mexico. 


"The government of the United Slates understands lhat in view of Hs^agreemcnt to this 


reciprocal arrangement, proposed by the dc. faclo government, the arrangement is now com- 
plete and in force and the reciprocal provided Ihcrcundcr may accordingly be exercised by either 
government without further interchange nf views. 


"It is a matter of sincere gratification lo the government of the United States that the do 


facto government of .Mexico has evinced so conlial and friendly a spirit of co-operatiou in the 
efforts of Ihc. authorities- of the Hulled States to apprehend and punish the bands of outlaws 
who sec*!; refuge beyond the international boundary in the erroneous belief lliat Ihc constituted 
authorities will resent any pursuit across llie boundary by Hie forces of the government whose 
citizens have suffered by the crimes of the fug Hues. 


"With the same spirit of cordial friendship Ihe government of the United States will 


exercise the privilege granted by the do facto government of Mexico in the hope and contident 
expectation tliat by their mutual efforts lawlessness will be eradicated and peace and 
order 


maintained in the "territories of the United States and Mexico contiguous to the international 
boundary."
